Y Advices from Galicia of the 24th paft, all 
the Ships of the Ferrol Squadron, after being 
at Sea 10 Days, had returned to anchor in the 
Bay, at the Entrance of the River of Ferrol, 
and had brought in with them two large Vel- 
fels fuppofed to be Prizes. 

Oporto, March 12. The Return of the Ferrol Squa- 
dron was owing toa terrible Storm they met with at Sea, 
in which the Caftilla, a 60 Gun Ship, loft her Main- 
maft, and the Gloriofo, of 70 Guns, was feparated from 
the reft in a very leaky Condition. A fimall Veficl was 
getting ready to go in Search of the miffing Ship. The 
faid Squadron, after they had got an Offing of about 10 
Leagues, ftood away to the Weftward, and kept beating 
off Cape Finifter with South-wett and Wefterly Winds, 
till the Misfortune happened to the Caililla, and theGlo- | 
riofo feparated. 

Oporto, March 22. We have received Advice from | 
Galicia, that the Veiiel {ent fram Ferrol to fearch for 
the Ship of War that was mifling, had put into Vigo, 
without having heard any News of her, fo that it was ap-

lage they were in, with the Lof$of fome Men killed and 
taken, and that they were haftening to their Bridge onthe 
Po, which he fuppofes they would lofe no Time in paf- 
fing towards Placentia. He adds, that the next Day he 
intended to attack the Head of their faid Bridge, in which 
he hoped to fucceed ; and that on the 2rft he would pre- 
fent himfelf before Pavia, where they had lodged all their 
Artillery, with a ftrong Garrifon, and were preparing to 
fortify the Town, and intrench themfelves to the utmoft 
of their Power. In the mean while Prince Levingftein 
has been fent to Milan with a Detachment, to take Pof- 
feflion of that City; and, on the other hand, General 
Brown with his Body propofed to harrafs the Enemy in 
the Parmefan and the Piaifantine, which, together with 
the Fatigue of a hafty Retreat, and the Want of Subiift- 
ance, will foon cauie fuch a Defertion as will thinthem. 

Milan, March 22. N.S. After the Affair of Codogno, 
where the Regiment of Toledo was cut to pieces by the 
Auftrians, the latter immediately marched towards Lodi, 
and began to demolifh the Bridge upon the Adda, which 
cut off the Retreat of the Spaniards, who were obliged to 
furrender themfelves Prifoners of War. The Retreat of 
the Infant Don Philip from this Capital was made with 
fuch Hafte and Confternation, that he was obliged to 
halt at the Diftance of fome Miles, and go into a forry
